Mauricio J. Sanchez, M.D., represents that all of the following statements are true: 

That on or about June 10,1997,1 was licensed to practice as a physician in the 
State of New York and issued License No. 206904 by the New York State Education 
Department

and I will advise the Director of the Office of Professional Medical Conduct of any change 
of address. 

I am currently subject to BPMC Order # BPMC 11-262 (Attachment I) (henceforth 
"Original Order"), which went into effect on November 10,2011, and was issued upon a 
Consent Agreement signed by me (henceforth Original Application") and adopted by the 
Original Order, I hereby apply to the State Board for Professional Medical Conduct for an 
Order (henceforth "Modification Order"), modifying the Original Order, as follows: 

The sanction imposed in the Original Order was; a Censure and Reprimand 
pursuant to Pub. Health Law § 230-a(1); a $5,000 fine pursuant to Pub. Health Law § 230- 
a(7); full compliance with the New Jersey State Board of Medical Examiners Board Order 
and any extension or modification thereof, issued on or about April 11,2011; and a 
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permanent license restriction requiring a female chaperone be present when performing a 
physical examination on a female patient during the private practice of medicine pursuant 
to Pub. Health Law § 230-a(3). 

The part of the sanction that I seek to modify is only the part of my sanction 
pursuant to Public Health Law § 230-a{3), which imposes a permanent license restriction 
requiring a female chaperone be present when performing a physical examination on a 
female patient during the private practice of medicine. 

Upon the effective date of the Modification Order, the part of the sanction in the 
Original Order, pursuant to N.Y. Pub. Health Law § 230-a(3), which imposes a permanent 
license restriction requiring a female chaperone be present when performing a physical 
examination on a female patient during the private practice of medicine shall terminate. 

All remaining Terms and Conditions will continue as written in the Original Order. 

I make this Application of my own free will and accord and not under duress, 
compulsion or restraint, and seek the anticipated benefit of the requested Modification. In 
consideration of the value to me of the acceptance by the Board of this Application, I 
knowingly waive my right to contest the Original Order or the Modification Order for which I 
apply, whether administratively or judicially, and ask that the Board grant this Application. 
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I understand and agree that the attorney for the Department, the Director of the 


Office of Professional Medical Conduct and the Chair of the State Board for Professional 
Medical Conduct each retain complete discretion either to enter into the proposed 
agreement and Order, based upon my application, or to decline to do so. I further 
understand and agree that no prior or separate written or oral communication can limit that

MAURICIO SANCHEZ, M.D., (Respondent), representing that all ol the following 
statements are true, deposes and says; 

That on or about June 10,1997,1 was licensed to practice medicine as a physician in 
the Stale of New York and issued license number 206904 by the Now York State Education 
Department. 

My current address Is REDACTED ADDRESS , and t will advise the 

Director (Director) of the Office of Prof essfonal Medical Conduct (OPMC) of any change of my 
address within thirty (30) days, thereof. 

I understand that the New York Slate Board for Professional Medical Conduct (Board) 
has charged me with two (2) Specifications of professional misconduct. 

A copy of the StBtement of Charges, marked as Exhibit A, is attached to and part of this 
Consent Agreement. 

I do not contest the two (2) Specifications, and agree to the following penalties; 

Censure and Reprimand; 

I shall pay a $5,000 fine, to be paid within thirty (30) days of the effective date of the 
Consent Order to the NYS Department of Health, Bureau of Accounts Management, 
Revenue Unit, Empire State Plaza, Coming Tower, Room 1717, Albany, NY 12237- 
0016, 

Pursuant to N.Y. Pub. Health Law § 230-a(3), Respondent's license to practice 
medicine in New York State shall ba permanently limited to require that a female 
chaperone be present when performing a physical examination on a female patient 
during the private practice of medicine. Respondent shall comply fully with the 


New Jersey Board Order, and any extension or modification thereof. 

I agree, further, that the Consent Order shall impose the following conditions: 

That Respondent shall remain In continuous compliance with all requirements of New 
York Education Law § 6502 including, but not limited to, the requirements that a licensee 
Shan register and continue to be registered with the New York State Education 
Department (except during periods of actual suspension) and that a licensee shall pay 
all registration lees. Respondent shall not exercise the option provided In New York 
Education Law § 6502(4) to avoid registration and payment of fees. Thl6 condition shall 
take effect 30 days after the effective date of the Consent Order and will continue so 
long as Respondent remains a licensee In New York State; end 

That Respondent shall cooperate fully with the OPMC in its administration and 
enforcement of the Consent Order and In Its investigations of matters concerning 
Respondent Respondent shall respond in a timely manner lo all OPMC requests for 
written periodic verification of Respondents compliance with this Consent Agreement. 
Respondent shall meet with a person designated by the Director, OPMC, as directed. 
Respondent shall respond promptly and provide ail documents and information within 
Respondent's control, as directed. This condition shall take effect upon the Board's 
issuance of the Consent Order and will continue so long as Respondent remains 
licensed in New York State. 

I stipulate that my failure to comply with any conditions of the Consent Order shall 
constitute misconduct as defined by New York Education Law § 6530(29). 

I agree that, if I am charged with professional misconduct in the future, this Consent 
Agreement and the Consent Order shall bo admitted into evidence in that proceeding. 

I ask the Board to adopt this Consent Agreement. 

f understand that if the Board does not adopt this Consent Agreement, none of Us terms 
shall bind me or constitute an admission of any of the acts of alleged misconduct; this Consent 
Agreement shall not be used against me in any way and shall be kept In strict confidence; and 
the Board's denial shall be without prejudice to the pending disciplinary proceeding and the 
Board's final determination pursuant to New York Public Health Law. 


I agree that. If the Board adopts this Consort! Agreement, the Chair of the Board shall 
issue a Consent Order in accordance with its terms. I agree that the Consent Order shall take 
effect upon Its issuance by the Board, either by mailing of a copy of the Consent Order by first 
class mail lo me at the address In this Consent Agreement, or to my attorney by certified mail, 
or upon facsimile or email transmission to me or my attorney, whichever Is first The Consent 
Order, this Consent Agreement, and ail attached Exhibits shatl be public documents, with only 
patient Identities, if any, redacted. As public documents, they may be posted on the Department 
of Health website.

MAURICIO SANCHEZ, M.D., Respondent, was authorized to practice medicine In New 
York State on June 10,1997, by the issuance of license number 206904 by the New York State 
Education Department. 


FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS 

A, On or about April 11,2011, retroactive to January 1,2011, the New Jersey State 
Board of Medical Examiners (hereinafter “New Jersey Board*), by a “Consent Order' 1 
(hereinafter “New Jersey Order*), suspended Respondent’s license for 3 years with the first year 
active and (he remainder stayed and served as a period of probation, ordered that Respondent 
"continue to participate with the Professional Assistance Program of New Jersey* and submit a 
compliance report within 30 days of returning to active practice, ordered that “until further order 
of the Boerd,’ an approved chaperone "be present at any time Respondent encounters a female 
patient at any time during the private practice of medicine,* and assessed a civil penalty of 
$10,000 and costs and attorneys fees of $2,000 to be paid prior to resuming active practice, 
based on Respondent having engaged "in sexual contact with a patient during a medical vial* 

B. The conduct resulting In the New Jersey Board disciplinary action against 
Respondent, described in paragraph A above, would constitute misconduct under the laws of 
New York State pursuant to the following sections of New York State law: 

1. New York Education Law §6530(31) (willfully harassing, abusing or intimidating a 
patient either physically or verbally). 


SPECIFICATIONS OP MISCONDUCT 
FIRST SPECIFICATION 

Respondent Is charged wllh professional misconduct by reason of having violated Now 
York Education Law §6530(9)(b) by having been found guilty of Improper professional practice 
or professional misconduct by a duly authorized professional disciplinary agency of another 
state where the conduct upon which Ihe finding was based would, If committed in Now York 
State, constitute professional misconduct under Ihe laws of New York State, in that Petitioner 
charges: 

1. The allegations in Paragraphs A and B. 

SECOND SPECIFICATION 

Respondent is charged wllh professional misconduct by having violated New York 
Education Law §6530{9)(d) by having had his or her license to practice medicine revoked, 
suspended or having other disciplinary action taken or having his or her application for a license 
refused, revoked or suspended or having voluntarily or otherwise surrendered his or her license 
after a disciplinary action was instituted by a duly authorized professional disciplinary agency of 
another state, where the conduct resulting in the revocation, suspension or other disciplinary 
action involving the license or refusal, revocation or suspension of en application for a license or 
the surrender of the license would, if committed in New York State, constitute professional 
misconduct under the laws of New York Slate, In that Petitioner charges:
